To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the 
Town of North Hampton, New Hampshire, organized under the 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in 
District affairs, creetings: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow Avenue 
in said District on the first Tuesday in September next, being the sixth 
day of September, 2005 at 6:30 p.m. for the following purposes: 

frrcie One; [Lo clect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, 
and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 

Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of Charles A. Gordon at the 
conclusion of this meeting. 

Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the 
Zoning Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustment, the 
Commissioners and others, which reports are printed in this Annual 
Report, and to take such action as you may wish with regard to them. 

Article Four: To see if the Village District will vote to accept in 
whole or in part the Village District Budget as has been submitted to the 
Municipal Budget Committee of the Town of North Hampton, and has 
been approved by them, which budget is included in this Annual Report. 

Article Five: To take such action as the Village District may wish to 
give the Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in 


anticipation of taxes upon the written request of at least two of the 
Commissioners, and to dispense the funds of the Village District with 
the approval of at least one of the Commissioners. 

Article Six: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, of any two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to 
expend without further action by this Village District, moneys from the 
Federal Government, from the State of New Hampshire or from private 
sources in accordance with the provisions of Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 32. 

Article Seven: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, or any two of them, as agents, to transfer funds from 
the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund into the Operating Account, 
and/or to deposit funds from the Operating Account into the Little 
Boar’s Head Improvement Fund, which Fund is administered by the 
Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of North Hampton, as may be 
necessary to carry on the work of the Village District. 

Article Eight: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the purposes included in the Budget, including the 
extinguishing of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting 
and care of shade or ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic 
or fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of main drains and 

common sewers, the construction, maintenance and care of parks and 

-commons, the maintenance of activities for recreation, the control of 
pollen, insects and pests, the impoundment of water, the maintenance of 
roads, the appointment and employment of watchmen and _ police 
officers, the enactment and enforcement of zoning regulations, and all 
other miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing year. 

Article Nine: To transact such other business as may legally come 
before this meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


As noted in our last year’s Report to you, we have scheduled a 
celebration, to be held on Saturday, September qoth, at the north end of 


the North Hampton State Beach, to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the incorporation of the Village District. All residents of 
North Hampton, as well as former residents (alumni and alumnae?) of 
Little Boar’s Head, are cordially invited—especially if accompanied by 
children, grandchildren and great grandchildren. Culinary offerings will 
be directed to the tastes of the last mentioned (1e., burgers, hot dogs, 
chips and soda). And we will pass out commemorative tee shitts, 
baseball caps and mugs, which might, someday, be featured as treasured 
heirlooms on “The Antiques Road Show.” 


On a more serious note, we have received in the last twelve 
months many letters regarding the proposed site of a cell phone tower 
off Chapel Road, which is close to, but not in, the Village District. 
Almost all of our correspondents, including those who objected to the 
Chapel Road site, acknowledged the need for improved cell phone 
reception in our area. But acknowledging the adverse property value 
concerns that many of them raised, we sent a letter (copies of which, for 
those interested, will be available at the Annual Meeting) to the North 
Hampton Zoning and Planning Boards urging that an alternate site be 
sought. 


As we hope many of you have noticed in your walks along the 
seawatd side of Ocean Boulevard, we have used some of your tax 
money to replace about 150 feet of the wood boardwalks at their 
northern end (the Rye town line) with asphalt pavement. We believe that 
the shale pile in that area is sufficient to withstand normal winter ocean 
conditions, such that asphalt pavement is an appropriate treatment. 
Moreover, removal from that area of redundant boardwalk sections 
(which are very labor-intensive in terms of repair, annual installation and 
storage) should be cost-effective. 


As always, we urge all residents and property-owners in the 
Village District to attend and participate in the Annual Meeting. That’s 
what it is for.

REPORT OF THE 2004 ANNUAL MEETING 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little 
Boar’s Head, held in Union Chapel, Willow Avenue, North Hampton, 
New Hampshire, on Tuesday, September 7, 2004, commencing at 6:30 
p.m. Notice of the meeting had been posted on the bulletin board 
outside Union Chapel and in the offices of the Town of North 
Hampton. 

The meeting was called to order by A. Michael Burnell, 
Moderator of the meeting, who introduced the Village District 
Commissioners: Katherine Southworth, Peter Simmons and Charles 
Gordon (who, in his capacity as Village District Clerk, recorded the 
minutes of the meeting). 

The Moderator then took up the Year 2004 District Warrant 
Articles, as follows: 

Article One: The following were re-elected to District offices 
for the year 2004-2005: A. Michael Burnell, Moderator and Treasurer; 
Charles Gordon, District Clerk; and Walter E. Rogers, Auditor. A. 

Article Two: Katherine Southworth was re-elected 
Commissioner for a term of three years. 

Article Three: The reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zoning 
Inspectors, Zoning Board of Adjustment and Commissioners of the 
District were accepted as printed in the 2003-2004 Annual Report of the 
District, dated August 22, 2004. 

Article Four: The District Budget for 2004-2005, printed on 
page 11 of the Annual Report and approved by the North Hampton 
Municipal Budget Committee, was accepted as printed. 

Article Five: Was approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Six: Was approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Seven: Was approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Eight: Was approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Nine (Other Business): 

John Knapp noted an inaccuracy in the Minutes of Annual 
Meeting 2003: the last sentence under the caption, “Article Nine 
(Proposed Zoning Ordinance Amendments),” should have included his 
name as one of the individuals who volunteered to serve on the Village 
District Heritage Commission. 

Pat Myers and JoAnn Lamprey commented on the very high 
appraisals initially assigned to several Village District properties by the 
company that the Town of North Hampton engaged to perform a town- 
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wide revaluation of property values earlier in the year. Commissioner 
Charles Gordon concurred that in a number of cases the appraisals 
seemed to be unrealistically high. He pointed out that while the Village 
District, as a municipal entity, has no power to intervene in the re- 
appraisal process, periodically required to be performed by the Town 
under New Hampshire law, individual property owners are entitled to 
seek abatements by application to the Town’s Board of Selectmen. 
In this connection, he noted that the owners of some Village District 
properties had, in fact, obtained significant valuation reductions through 
the abatement process and he urged those who believe their properties 
are Ovet-appraised to consider applying for abatement relief. 

There being no further business, the meeting was 
adjourned at 7:15 p.m.
